horses all night. 
I w asn’t so en thusi­ 
astic the second morning, but I mowed 
some more, and raked some, and that 
night I slept; and I slept every night 
that followed during the harvest, for I 
‘stayed with It’ till the hay was In tfee 
stack, doing team work altogether, and 
when we w ere through 
my 
husband 
said I was ‘the best man on the Job/ 
“I was decidedly a b etter 
woman, 
for I had gained five pounds of flesh, 
stronger nerves, harder muscles, and a 
coat of ta n th a t hasn't all worn off 
yet. 
“I told th e girl that I was not to bo 
consulted about anything, so I shifted 
the whole responsibility of the house­ 
hold and did Just 
as 
the men 
did; 
washed, ate my meals, and then rest* 
ed till tim e to sta rt to work again. 
“ M f girl cost me four dollars per 
week and I made $12, which left m e A 
clear gain of eight dollars per week 
in cash, besides the other good things.

Ile gave the police

to the early ra p tu re of three other 
mem bers of a gang which Is believed 
to have been responsible for a series 
of sensational train robberies in this 
section. 
Edwards first crawled aboard th e 
engine not far from New Orleans and 
held at bay the etigineman and the 
fireman with two revolvers. He carried 
a small valise, in which he had dyna­ 
mite and iiitro-giycerlne. 
The train was stopped, and, with the 
engim-man and fireman preceding him 
kid*aids rifled the mail car of ail the 
legistered mail. 
Then he took from 
the mal** passengers in five Pullm ans 
and a club car all their valuables. Ile 
did not offer to molest the women. 
Ile got alm ost Hmm in c ash. Then he 
marched the enginem an and fireman 
back to the engine aud ordered them 
to proceed.

wards off his guard and struck him a 
terrific blow on the head with a brass 
torc h, frac turing the base of the skull 
Edwards fired one shot as he fell.

went wild. 
Baer proceeded to ralu 
blows with the torch until he had the 
bandit unconsc ious. 
When 
the 
train reached Bay St. 
Ixxii*, Miss., the robber was taken off 
and placed in the charge of the rail­ 
road surgeons until the officers and 
detectives from New Orleans arrived 
there in a spec jai train. 
Although Ed­ 
wards was unconscious at intervals 
throughout the night, he gave the po­ 
lice valuable information concerning 
his alleged partners.
